names of the Perfons fo nominated to the Common Council of the faid Citv., 
and the fiiid Commons ffiall eleCl three Aldermen, three Sheriffs Peers, and 
three Barrihers, out of the number lo returned, and the Peribns fo defiled 
fhall beprefented to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Go- 
vernors of Ireland, and the Privy Council, for their approbation, in like 
manner as the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of tlie laid City, by any Law, 
'6 Rule or Cuhom now in force, are to I>e })relented and a:)provcd of; and the 
Perfons fo elefilecl being fo ajiproved of, fhall be Divdional Juhices for 
the. faid Dihrifil, and fhall begin to-exercife their offices under tbis Afif 
from the firhdav of Auguh next.

turn of duty,, whenever any matter of weight or difficulty ffiall occur to 
require his prefence thereat, a written notice that his attendance is fo re- 
quired, figned by either of the other Divifional Juftices of the faid Divifion, 
or the chief Clerk to the Public Office therein, being firftleft at his known 
place of abode. 

And be it Enabled, That the faid Divifional Juftices and Receiver, and 
all other Perfons holding any Office in or.under the faid Police Eftablilh- 
ATisiit, ffiall bc iucajiable of being cliofen Members of or fitting in the 
miyie'iSerl Lioufe' of Commons in any Parliament during fuel) time as they ffiall hold 
inc^jiJbie of the faid Offices reipccHvely ; and that no Barrifter who ffiall be appointed 
or elected a Divifional Juftice under tins Act, fliall, Vv'hile be ffiall hold the 
faid Office, prabtice as a Barrifter in any Court whatever, or do any buli- 
nefs as a^Darrifter out of Court, whether in drawing Deeds or Pleadings in 
Law or in Equity, or any Draft or Drafts thereof refpeblively, or in giving 
any Ojiinion or Opinions, or otherwife, fave only in the execution of his 
duty as fuch Divifional Juftice; and if any fuch Barrifter ihall offend herein, 
he lliall for every fuch offence forfeit the fum of Live bundredPounds fteriing. 

Rccsiver to givs Aiid bc it further Enabled, That the faid Receiver, before he ffiall enter 
on the execution of his faid Office, ffiall give fecurity by Bond, with two 

■ei hib oiiici;. fyffi::iei;it Surctics to be approved by faid Divifional Juftices of the Head 

Office, or any of them, to His Majefty, His Heirs and SnccefTors, con- 
ditioned for the due and faithful performance of the duties of his faid Office, 
and for duly accounting for all Sums to be received by him by virtue thereof,

giving to the Juftice or Juftices before whom fuch convidlion fliall 
be had fix clays notice at the leaft of his or their intention to prefer 
fuch Appeal, and entering into Recognizances befoi-e faid Juftice or 
Juftices with ftvificient Securities to abide fuch Order as the Court lhall make; 
aud on every fuch Appeal, the Juftices at fuch Seffions, upon proof being 
made by the Party fo appealing, of his having given fuch notice as afore- 
*7 faid, and having entered into fuch Recognizances as aforefaid, lliall and may 
and they are hereby authorized to proceed to the hearing and final deter- 
mination of the matter of the faid Appeal, and to make fuch Order 
therein, and award fuch Cofts to be paid by and to either Party, as they in 
their diferetion ftiall think fit ; which faid Order fiiall be binding and coii- 
clufive upon all Parties.
